Federation of Labor in setting forth 
organized labor’s stand against the 
Kansas Industrial Court and 
other 
proposals for compulsory submission 
of labor disputes to State tribunals. 
President Harding’s declaration 
to 
Congress last December, suggesting 
regulation of labor unions prompted 
the committee’s criticism. 
“It would seem,” declared the com­ 
mittee, “that propaganda for indus­ 
trial feudalism supported by politi­ 
cal bureaucracy has 
found its way 
into the White House. 
It is most 
regrettable to note the utterances of 
The President of the 
United States 
wherein he 
disapproves of 
labor’s 
reluctant but necessary resort to the 
right to strike against industrial op­ 
pression. 
It may be veil to recall 
in this connection a most appropriatet 
utterance upon the same subject by 
another President, Abraham Lincoln, 
who said, ‘I ara glad that a system of 
labor prevails under which laborers 
can strike when they want to .’ 
Shorter Work Day 
The report was made public yes­ 
terday as an aftermath of the Fed­ 
erations’ 
forty-second 
convention, 
which in adjourning Saturday order­ 
ed that unfinished committee reports 
should be included in the convention 
proceedings, inasmuch as they were 
not subject to dispute. 
This action, 
it was announced, 
was tantfPhiount 
to adoption, for the convention di­ 
rected the reports should be refer­ 
red to the 
Federation’s 
Executive 
Council for action, if any were neces­ 
sary. 
Politics, international relations and 
a shorter workday were among the 
subjects touched by the reports pre­ 
sented to the Council 
yesterday in 
addition to that of the special policy 
committee. 
“Interwoven 
throughout 
various 
legislative enactments 
and legisla­ 
tive proposals,” said the report, “is 
the insidious attempt to extend thf 
doctrine of conspiracy to the whole 
trade union movement and 
thus to 
prevent 
the 
constructive, 
effective 
and efficient application of the prin­ 
ciples of organization and co-oper­ 
ation by the wage-earner. 
Whatever 
else may be said of the Kansas law, 
the facts remain that the wheels of 
industry cannot be moved by anti­ 
strike legislation

tively than coal can be dug by in­ 
junction.” 
The committee declared in favoi 
of the Federation’s continuance with 
renewed energy its fight against the 
Kansas and Colorado laws, asserting 
that there could he no compromise, I 
for the issue was one that “could not 
be- tolerated by free m en.” 
Congress Criticized 
Congress was subjected to criticism 
by 
a supplemental 
report 
of 
the 
legislative committee, which declared 
that its 
attitude against labor had 
“ frequently been evidenced on reme­ 
dial labor legislation.” 
“ Rather than 
spend 
our efforts 
trying to change the attitude of the 
present Congress,” 
said the report, 
“we should endeavor to change 
itsi 
personnel. 
Now 
is the opportune 
time to do t o .” 
The legislative committee also at­ 
tacked the United States Bureau of 
Efficiency, 
declaring that “since its 
inception it has not made a single 
worth-while 
contribution 
to public 
service.” 
The shorter work day committee

union coal miners, th*1 printers and

The demonstration

presentatives in Congress have been 
trying to impress the official seal of

States Government 
upon 
forgetfulness. 
Even while the 
Ma­ 
rines prepared for this march to Get­ 
tysburg, men in Washington were try ­ 
ing to 
abolish the famous organiza­ 
tion altogether. 


There are plenty of veterans in the 
two famous regiments, w’ho took part 
in that hot summer four years ago, in 
the battles at Verdun, Belleau Wood, 
Chateau-Thierry, Soisson, St. Mihiel, 
the Champagne 
and 
bloody 
Mont- 
Blanc,—heroes of them all, are march­ 
ing into Gettysburg today. 
Captain 
Le Roy P. Hunt, of California, now ad­ 
jutant of the Fifth Regiment, won the 
Distinguished Service Cross, the Navy 
Cross, the Croix 
de Guerre with a 
palm and a star, and three American 
citations in a stretch of service that 
began with the arrival of the first Ma­ 
rines in France and ended when the 
last of the Second Division came home. 
He was wounded at Soisson—a ‘‘whiz­ 
bang” 
got him in the 
left shoulder 
and chest. 
Most of the enlisted men 
in the organization, who went through 
the fire and came out to pitch their 
tents on the battlefield here, are now 
non-coms.

row. 
Gunnery Ser­ 
geant Arthur Mattson, of Minnesota; 
Corporal E. C. Backer, of New York,

diana, are among the rare marines of 
the Sixth who went through the whole 
war without a scratch. 


Herrin, III., June 26—This typical 
coal mining town is approximately IOO 
miles southeast of St. Louis. 
Its 
population lacks just a few persons of 
being 11,000, the exact number, ac­ 
cording to the latest population statis­ 
tics, being 10,986. 
It is estimated 
that easily nine-tenths of these people 
are miners or are directly or indirectly 
connected with e coal mining industry. 
Foreigners, notably Italians, com­ 
prise it is said, more than one-third 
of the p o p u la te of the county. Many 
of the foreigners a rr naturalized. 
Three railroads run into the city, the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, the Illi­ 
nois Central and the M issouri Pacific. 
Marion 12 miles d istan t, is the c;oun- 
ty seat, and has a population of 9582. 
It is the largest city near the scene of J 
the killings. 


Most of 449 square mile area of Wil­ 
liamson county is dotted with bitu­ 
minous coal mines. 
There are about 
35 of the largest mines in the coun­ 
try within the county’s borders. Strip 
or surface collieries in the county num­ 
ber four, but are considerd small mines 
in comparison with the deep shafts. 
The county, which is in the part of 
Southern Illinois called “Little Egypt,” 
has been noted for minor disorders in 
the past because of which it has been 
called “bloody” Williamson county. 
Southern Illinois, with probably the 
largest number of mines in any sec­ 
tion in the country is noted for its min­ 
ing industry, and differs from the cen­ 
tral and northen portions of the State 
which abounds with farm lands. Dur­ 
ing normal times virtually all of the 
90,000 members in the Illinois miners’ 
union are at work in the mines in this 
part of the State. Many of the miners 
own their own homes, while th** re­ 
mainder live in houses constructed and 
owned by the coal companies. 


WJu*n‘the strike began April I, the 
miners seemingly welcomed the oc­ 
casion as a vacation. 
The two months of the strike were 
spent by the men in repairing their 
homes, fishing, visiting and some of j 
the foreigners, mainly the Italians, 
dec tared their intention of visiting rela­ 
tives in Europe. 
The first payments of strike bene­ 
fits w-ere paid to the striking men 
about two weeks ago. 
Each miner 
was given $5. 


Although the men have been on 
strike for nearly three months, few* 
disorders in connection with the walk­ 
out were reported from the district, 
until reports reached the members of 
the plan of the Southern Illinois Coal 
Company to open a strip pit six railes 
east of here. 
This is the mine where 
the killings took place. 
There is no telephone or telegraph 
communication to the mining 
zone 
from either Herrin or Marion. 
The 
mine is located close t o a place called 
Trendshaw crossing midway between 


t h i s city and Marion.

Harrisburg, June 26.—One-half of 
tho 45,000 public school teachers of 
Pennsylvania are enrolled in colleges 
or normal schools in the State while a 
large number are attending rummer 
sessions in other of the leading uni­ 
versities of the country. Every nor­ 
mal school is conducting a summer 
course for teachers while 14 Penn­ 
sylvania colleges started last week an*! 
seven others will begin them Monday. 
These sessions are to continue nine 
weeks, while in other States they are 
maintained mostly for only six weeks. 
Their purpose is to give additional 
training to the teachers in order that 
they may meet the advanced qualifica­ 
tions prescribed unde1* the Edmonds 
act passed by tho 1921 Legislature.

The department found that of 1201 
farm 
jobs 
advertised from 1920 to 
1922, single men were wanted in 387 
instances and married men in 416. Of 
the advertisements for married men, 
children specifically were not wanted 
in 54 instances, while children were 
tolerated in 14.
